Row-planting is best, the rows following the 
contour line.

Planting and Care 


A plow furrow will be deep enough for 
most all types of small trees planted in wood- 
lot or windbreak fashion. Saves the work of 
digging individual holes, shovel-work is needed 
only to cover the roots of each plant. An ap- 
plication of water to the furrow right after 
planting. or individual watering pays off well 
in a high rate of survival. The first and second 
year are important.
